Or 
how  many  head  of  cattle  or  sheep  used  to  roam  the  range  back  in  1940?  Did  yearly  revenues 
collected  from  uses  of  the  public  lands  exceed  $70  million  again  last  year?  Even  though  BLM 
Utah  administers  the  most  arid  regions  of  one  of  the  driest  states  in  the  U.S.,  did  you  know 
there  are  2,060  miles  of  streams  and  9,412  acres  of  lakes  and  marshlands  providing  valuable 
wetland  habitat  on  BLM  Utah  public  lands?  Recreation  visitors  topped  8,600,000  in  1994. 
Last  year,  over  500  fires  broke  out  in  Utah;  and  did  you  know  9 1  of  those  were  human-caused? 

If  you've  ever  wondered  about  these  or  other  facts  about  your  public  lands,  then  this,  as  they 
like  to  say  around  here,  is A the  place.  Utah  BLM  Facts  and  Figures  booklet  is  our  annual 
compilation  of  statistical  information.  This  booklet  is  the  latest  in  a  series  of  such  reports 
dating  back  to  1963.

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PAYMENTS  TO  UTAH  COUNTIES  IN  LIEU  OF  TAXES 

The  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  (PILT)  Act  provides  for  payments  to  local  units  of  government,  containing 
certain  federally  owned  lands,  to  assist  in  financing  operations  of  local  government  normally  supported  by 
taxes  which  are  not  collected  from  the  federally  owned  lands.  These  PILT  payments  supplement  other 
Federal  land  receipt  sharing  payments  that  local  governments  may  be  receiving.  Payments  under  the  Act 
may  be  used  by  the  counties  for  any  governmental  purpose.

By  the  Utah  Statehood  Act  of  July  1 6, 1 894,  the  U.S.  Congress  provided  that  Utah 
would  receive  sections  2, 16, 32,  and  36  of  each  township  in  the  State  to  support 
the  public  schools.  This  totaled  5,844,196  acres.  However,  the  land  had  to  be 
surveyed  before  title  gould  be  passed.  In  some  cases,  withdrawals  were  made 
by  the  Federal  Government  for  defense  or  other  purposes  before  the  lands  were 
surveyed.  In  those  cases,  the  State  was  allowed  the  right  to  select  other  lands  "in 
lieu"  of  those  lands  for  which  title  was  not  vested.  Later,  in  1 958,  Utah  Senator 
Arthur  V.  Watkins  was  instrumental  in  getting  a  bill  through  Congress  that  allowed 
the  State  to  select  in  lieu  mineral  lands  if  the  lands  lost  were  mineral  in  character.

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WILDLIFE  AND  PLANTS 


The  Federal  Land  Policy  and  Management  Act  (FLMPA)  recognized  wildlife  as  one  of  the  principal  uses  of 
the  public  lands.  It  also  further  increased  BLM's  authority  and  responsibility  to  manage,  protect,  and  enhance 
wildlife  and  fishery  resources.  Since  the  passage  of  the  Sikes  Act  in  1974  and  FLMPA  in  1976,  BLM  has 
increased  its  effort  to  inventory,  plan  for,  and  implement  on-the-ground  management  and  development  of 
terrestrial  and  aquatic  wildlife  habitat.  Wildlife  staffs  work  closely  with  other  BLM  program  staffs  to  develop 
and  implement  land-use  planning  strategies;  to  identify  protective  provision  in  leases,  licenses,  and  permits; 
and  to  develop  and  implement  management  plans  that  provide  intensive  management  for  key  wildlife  habitat 
areas.  BLM  biologists  are  also  incorporating  wildlife  provisions  in  plans  for  livestock  grazing,  mineral 
development,  and  forest  management. 

BLM  works  in  partnership  with  the  Utah  Division  of  Wildlife  Resources  (DWR),  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service, 
National  Park  Service,  and  the  Forest  Service  to  carry  out  its  mission  of  managing  fish  and  wildlife  habitats 
on  the  public  lands  and  to  ensure  that  wildlife  needs  are  considered  in  all  land-use  planning  and 
decisionmaking.  The  Sikes  Act  of  1 974  added  impetus  to  such  cooperative  planning  and  management  with 
State  wildlife  agencies  by  authorizing  conservation  and  rehabilitation  programs  on  public  lands  and  directing 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  implement  cooperative  programs  for  fish  and  wildlife  with  State  fish  and  game 
agencies. 

The  BLM  in  Utah  has  prepared  a  "Utah  Fish  and  Wildlife  2000"  plan  to  direct  the  expenditure  of  limited  funds 
and  work  months.  A  concerted  effort  has  been  made  by  the  BLM  and  DWR  to  provide  for  the  protection  and 
enhancement  of  fish  and  wildlife  habitat  on  public  lands  through  the  development  and  implementation  of 
habitat  management  plans. 


THREATENED  AND  ENDANGERED  SPECIES 


Endangered  species  legislation  passed  in  the  late  1 960s  and  1 970s  added  new  dimension  to  management 
of  the  Nation's  natural  resources.  This  legislation  provided  a  mandate  to  conserve  and  manage  ecosystems 
essential  to  fauna  and  flora  in  danger  of  extinction.  The  culmination  of  endangered  species  legislation  was 
the  passage  of  the  Endangered  Species  Act  in  1 973.  This  law,  which  has  subsequently  been  amended  and 
strengthened,  provides  BLM  with  a  clear  responsibility  to  manage  threatened  and  endangered  plant  and 
animal  species  and  their  habitat.  Pursuant  to  this  Act,  23  plant  species  and  1 9  animal  species  in  Utah  have 
been  listed  as  either  threatened  or  endangered  or  are  proposed  to  be  listed.  Nearly  all  of  these  species  are 
located  on  BLM-administered  lands.  An  additional  132  plant  species  and  81  animal  species  in  Utah  are 
considered  to  be  candidates  for  listing  and  are  receiving  special-management  consideration.  All  threatened, 
endangered,  candidate,  and  other  rare  or  endemic,  including  State-listed,  species  are  recognized  by  BLM 
as  Special  Status  Species. 

A  complete  inventory  of  the  location  and  habitat  needs  of  these  species  is  considered  a  priority  for  BLM  in 
Utah.  BLM  is  working  closely  with  other  agencies,  conservation  groups,  and  universities  to  obtain  the 
necessary  information  on  these  important  species.
